at S" o'clock, the subject of 
this writiDt^' fell dead at his home, in 
ttiis city. His wife was the only per- 
son in the dwelling when the sum- 
mons came, and our informant states 
that the Doctor had started to his 
sleeping apartment, with a lighted 
lamp, when the attack came. He fell 
and when the first friend, Mr. Jo N. 
Conover, reached him, he had ex- 
pired, the lamp remaining gripped in 
his right hand. 

Dr . Taylor was a remarkable man- 
His vigorous oonstitutloa was ofteo 
mentioned, as tie was very aeti?e from 
a young man to old ace. The 21st of 
last April he reached his eighty-second 
birtiiday, and his demise removes the 
last memlier of a laqie family of 
brothers and BMere, sons and daught- 
ers of Rev. George Taylor, who was a 
pioneer Methodist preacher of this 
ooonty. 

Dr Taylor had been a practicing 
physician for more than a half centu- 
ry, and up to %he time of his death he 
had been the Health OflBcsr of Adair 
county for quite a numlier of years. 
Hfsirotk In Vtal oapaeity hu iMt- 
tend the liealth condition of Adair, 
Cka death rate lieing much lower now 
dan when he took up the mitk. To 
the medical fraternity he was well- 
luMwn over tlie State. He attended

An examination of the temperature 
records of the United btates Weather 
Bureau Station in Cincinnati Monday 
disclosed the fact that this has been 
the ooldest summer during the 44 
years weather data has been kept in 
Cincinnati. The average temperature 
for the period from May 1 to date is 
68.2 degrees, or 4.6 degraea below the 
normal and the lowest average tem- 
perature ever recorded for a corre- 
sponding period. Tne neareetapproach 
to the record established this summer 
was the summer o( 18dl vrhin the 
temperature averaged 69.2 degrefes. 

The average temperature for August 
to date is also a reeerd breaker. ' It 
reached the low mark 61 09.8 degrees. 
The normal avaraga Itamperatura for 
August to data Is degraeSr ' This 
lowest average temperature previous 
to this year wae 71 1 degcaia xaoordad 
in August 1875. 

The monUi of May, June, July and 

August, this year taken collectively, 
show a very large deficiency in tem- 
perature, compared with the UMrmal, 
altliough individually these months 
have shown lower temperature in pre- 
vious years. This year diffen.from 
other years in that in no other year 
were there four consecutive cool 
moattaa from May to

more to the Green and Taylor county 
lines, when we have done this we 
have consumed in all at>out iti years 
and have not touched any other than 
roads leading to county seats 

Now if we vote 8125,000 in bonds we 
can raise the money on them and build 
all the roads I have mentioned and 25 
or 30 miles of additional roads in other 
parts of the county, and all at once 
and iM anjojing tjMin wbila paying 
for them. 

By this process we can all enjoy 
some of the benetits of the good roads 
proposition, but if we continue the 
way we have set out, many who pay 
tax will never see a completion of 
them. 

Now let us see if it will not be al- 
most if not quite as cheap for us to 
go upon the bond plan. 

Say we only continue to pay the 20 
cmts levy which we have already 
started on whieh win raise $5,614 per 
year if the assessment is never any 
higher and then take the like amount 
put up by the State whieh will make, 
in all, .111,228 per year. 

If we assume tiiat all the bonds will 
be sold' just as nee d ed, it can be so 
done as to. in effect, allow us to pay 
them off just as we have the money to 
so do.* If you desire to figure it out 
upon the basis of paying off the bonds 
and interest at the rate of 811,228 
per fear, yoo will find that thay will 
all be discharged, principal and Inter- 
est, at the end of 17 years. 

By the course we are now pursuing, 
it will take at least 20 years to make 
all the roads we oouki make with this 
8 ] 25,000, and it would oost us more than 
to go at it at once and have it all done 
with except paying which can easily 
be done without raising the tax rate 
one cent over what it is now. 

Why would any business man take 
20 years to do a thing whicli he can 
do at once and at less ezpenseV Let 
me call the peoples attention to an- 
other thing, which is a dangerous 
thing, and it is this: when some two 
or three of these roads are built, 
then those who have gotten the ben- 
efit of your taxes for, may be 10 or 12 
years, will get tired of the road tJix 
and may elect a Fiscal Court which 
will stop the Road Building and leave 
you in the mud while they will rida 
upon roads you have built. 

Our only remedy against this sesms 
to be to carry through the bond 
proposition and let us all have a fair 
show. Thara caa ha aa advantaga 
taken then. 

Now, I want to say that about I6,- 
045 of tbaail,U7abovaBMiitioiiad is 
spent to kaap ap tha paapaiatftbe 
county.

do when they are able to work and 
lot than halp to take eare of one an- 
other and treat them like they were 
human beings. I don't want to be un- 
darstoed aabogrodgiag a single orumb 
to the poor of the county, but on the 
contrary I want to see them better 
taken care of, whidt -I know ean be 
done at far less expense than it is now 
being done. I understand that the 
county farm in Casey eounty lit aatt' 
sustaining and that ttiat county pays 
out next to nothing for ttie mainten- 
ance of its poor, and well tnOTMsB 
for them through its farm. 

If we could so manage it as to save 
3 or 4 thousand dollars per year out of 
this 85,043, in this one item we could 
add It to the road fund and could 
thereby be al>le to pay this 8125,000 
and interest in less than 14 years. 

Say we save $3,000 per year this 
way and add it to the $11,228 it would 
make $14,228 to pay each year on the 
bonds and inteiest without raising 
the present tax rate one cent. I 
have made the figures and witli this 
sum to pay at the end of each year, 
we could pay off the whole 8125,000 
and interest in less than 14 years. 
Let every tax payer ponder over the 
figures given here. Let him exercise 
his reason. He might wonder why 
he is not antitled to have a good road 
to go about his business on, out of so 
much mooey spent. I don' t see iu> w any 
reaaonahia Ban ean oppose thia bond 
issue inviawof allthafaeta and fig- 
ures 

If anybody doubts the fi^;urea let 
him go to tha raeoida and soe for him- 
self. 

If we can buiid all the roads at once 
and not laiaa the taxes over the pres- 
ent rate, and with the present rate 
pay off the bonds and interest in less 
tinae than we ean bolfcl the roads un- 
der the present arrangOBeat, bow can 
any reasonable voter fail to aay that 
the bond issue is tha ainsttde and 
businesslike plan? Take this note and 
figure on it and see if I liave given the 
correct solutloD of tha matter. 

We wish to say we have a ripht to 
expect fair tteatmeut at the liauds of 
the peopte who are now getting the 
benefit of tlie present arrangement.

I received from the County 
Clerk of Marion county the 
amount to be spent on their 
roads this year, which does not 
reach as moeh «i aafanty dollars 
per mile, and part of this work 
is almost rebuilding several miles 
and includes the cost of hauling 
stone fat <me road a distanee of 
five miles. Xha - offieiala of Jiipt 
county stated to me that this was 
the heaviest appropriation that 
has ever been made on their 
roads. 

He states that fifty-two miles 
of road could be built. Let us 
see : This county putting up 
$125,000 and the State Uke 
amoant woold make $25diQ0Qlr 
while not immediately available, 
yet it would be paid within a few 
years.

On The Business of Banking 

The fftrmera of tbia nation to eomo Into thdr on 

must study business. We must, as a class, understand 
the fundamental principles that underlie every industry, 
its tluMtioni to society and its whtloB to acricnltim, tor 
there can be no intellifent co-operation without under- 
standing. Mr. F. A. Vanderiip, president of the National 
City Bank of Ifew Totk, vhw aAsi. "Wlet In • takr' 
said in part: 

"The first and most familiar function of a bank is 
that of lath e rin g tiM Ulo numajr of a e o a u—n ity, 
small sums and large, and thus forming a pool or reser- 
voir upon which responsible persons may draw as they 
use for money. It ie evident that this makes large sums In the 
i^esregate available for the employment of ktbor and the development of the 
community. But much more is aceomplialMd than the use of the money 
a^oaUir 4aposltod In the boaka, for by tho nse of drafts, cheeks and hank

If there were but one bank In a community and everybody paid all

. dlately deposited it in the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
ivould not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bank And the sUuatlon Is bat slightly changed 
mhta there are aereral banka, for they daily exchange among themselves all 
tke dtoeks they recelTe on oodi OOmt. which practically offset themselves, 
tiie small hslaneaa are yald la oaah. TUa la eallod 'ekaring* and 
larce city* there Is a Xaeartag Bbeae' vhero representattvaa of the 
meet daily to settle their acooanta with each other. 
A bank Is constantly receiving from its customers, particularly those that 
are shipping products to other localities, drafts and checks drawn on banks 
in other cities, which it usually sends for deposit to a few correspondent 
banks in the central cities with which it maintains permanent accounts. In 
this way these scattered credits are consolidated and the bank draws upon 
these accounts in supplying customers with the means of making payments 
away from home. As each local communtty sells and buys about the same 
amount abroad in the course of a year, these payments largely offset each 
other. It is evident that the banks are very intimately related to the trade 
and industry of a country. The banker Is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer In money, and of course his own credit must be above question. He 
eachanges his enidlt for the credits acquired by the customers, and lends 
credit for their aeo(»nmodati<», hut he most ccmdnct the haslBeaa with sach 
judgment that ho can alwaya meet his owe oUlgathma. wItt caak oe dsaand.

BEALTn OFFICER'S COLUMN. 

BY V. L. 'ixtUyau 



I propose to wrfte^is week- about 
typhoid fever, its causes and preven- 
tion as given by the United States 
Public Health Sarrios. 

What I am proposing to write is 
taken from a recent bulletin by L. L. 
Lumsden on typhoid fsfar. Only a 
portion of it will appear this week. 
The remainder will appear later Ty- 
phoid fever is a preventable disease. 
Compared with the other infections 
and communicable or catching dis- 
eases it is readily preventable. Prac 
tical measures for the prevention of 
typhoid fever are known. They have 
been tested in many parts of the 
world, and in every instance they 
have proved effective. It is therefore 
within the power of any community 
of intelligent persons So fix its own 
fever rate. Though the preventive 
measures are a matter of difioite 
knowledge, efforts to get the people of 
the average self-governing community 
to carry out these measures to a reas- 
onabla extent are dasidedly e;Kper- 
iMsatal in ofaacwter 

IntlM United Stetes about 4OQ,00O 
persons ars ineapaeltated, and about 
30,000 ara kBIad by typhoid fover each 
year. Many of the eases occur in per- 
sons who are their greatest earning 
caiMclty. Thus the nation suflien 
from this disease a tremendous eco- 
nomic loss, amounting to many times 
OTcr what the work required to pre- 
vent such loss would cost. Typhoid 
fever prevails in parte of the United 
Statea. Within the last tsa years few 
of our communities of as many as 
2,000 persons have remained free from 
this diseass for a period of twelve 
consecutive months. In recent years 
the rate of prevalence has been for 
this country as a wliala, flOBS two XX) 
five times as high as it has been for 
some ol the European ooantries. 
Thaae Moropsan aean t tie s foraaerly 
had higher typhoid fever rates than 
that of the United States in recent 
years, l^r radoeed ratee tiata fol- 
lowed improvements hi sanitary con- 
ditions. In many American cities 
there bas aeeofiad wMiin tha last 
twenty years, a very wholesome reduc- 
tion in typhoid fever. But in large 
part, iwwU7i tosanltarj improve- 
ments In the cities, there has been a 
material redaction in the rates of 
prevalsnss rfttia illsMisi for asms en- 
tire States. For the United States as 
a whole the typhoid fever rate, accord- 
ing to available figures has basn re- 
duced within the last fiftf years by 
about 50 per eent. The present rate 
in this country, honarar, is about 
if\»X, the rate for some othc coun- 
tries of the world was 30 . years ago.

Typhoid fe- 
ver prevalence depends upon insanita- 
ry conditions in xaspact to tlie dis- 
posal of honun eaereta (steels and 
urine). In our rural districts general- 
ly, improvement of sanitery ooodl- 
tlens in this respect does not appear to 
have been sufficient to play aoy con- 
siderable part it eflectlog the reduc- 
tion in typhoid fevar, in the United 
Stetes. The improvesMnt of sanitary 
conditions in our rami dlstelote Is one 
of the vitally important problems con- 
fronting us, both as individuals and as 
a nation. Good examples ara needed. 
A cfHomunlty in Carrying out the 
reasonable and simple sanitary maaa- 
ures for the prevention of typhoid fe> 
ver will markedly benefit itself direct- 
ly there by and wiU also set an exam- 
pie by which other oommnnitiea may 
profit. A remarkable example has 
been furnished by Yakima county in 
the State of I^Hhtafton. That 
ooonty baa bad anscy year, as far back 
astharaoords went, a high typhoid 
fever rate-over three times as high 
as the average rate for the whale 
United StatM. In th a wism ef mi 



ditions was coadocted in that 
by the United States Health Service 
in co-operation with the stete and 
county health organizations. Pno- 
tlcal measures for the correction of 
the obviously losauitery conditions 
were recommended by the Investi- 
gators and were earried out by the lo- 
cal people. As & result the annual 
prevalence of typhoid fever in the 
county, as a whole was reduded by al- 
most 90 per cent. In North Yakima, 
ttie principal town and county seat, 
with a population of 1«,062 in 1910, and 
of about 18,700 in 1914 the deaths 
from typhoid fever reported aaoh year 
in the period of ssven yeans, was ss 
foUowsi In 1908, twenty-five; in 1900, 
twenty; In mo, thirty; in 1911, six; 
in 1912, fdur; la 1013, three; and in 
1914, two. In Yakima county, out- 
side of North Yakima, deaths from 
typtiold fever were leportedas follows:
